13. The plant according to claim 6, wherein the cellulose-degrading enzyme is of microbial 
origin, preferably of bacterial origin. 

14. The plant according to claim 13, wherein the cellulose-degrading enzyme is from a 
bacterium of the genus Thermomonospora. 

15. The plant according to claim 14, wherein the cellulose-degrading enzyme is from T. 
fusca,
